The said A. R. Blake, Francis H. Biddulph, George James Baldwin, James Cathrew and Richard Eames, were 
appointed to their respective offices by the Act of the 4 Geo. 4, c. 70, intituled, “ An Act for the better Adminis- 
tration of Justice in the Equity side of the Court of Exchequer in Ireland,” which commenced on the 1st day of 
August 1823 ; and the office of Registrar was granted to the said Gerald Tench (on the death of the said Francis 
H. Biddulph) by Letters Patent, dated 12th November 1827. 

The said William Roberts Steele was appointed by the Chief Remembrancer, August 1823, and the said Thomas 
Steele on the 12th January 1833. 

And the said William Crozier, and Richard O’Grady were appointed by the then Chief Baron of the said Court 
of Exchequer; the said William Crozier on the day of August 1823, and the said Richard O'Grady on the 10th 
day of November 1827.
